$565,000 in RFC Loans, 
Denies Wrongdoing in 
Hiring Lawyer. 


William M. Boyle Jr., chairman

mittee, and his former law part- 
ner, Max Siskind, have received 
$14,500 from American Lithofold 
Corp. of St. Louis for doing 
“practically nothing,” the presi- 
dent of the firm, R. J. Blauner, 
told the Post-Dispatch today. 

Shortly after retaining Boyle 
and James P. Finnegan, then col- 
lector of internal revenue in St. 
Louis, American Lithofold re- 
ceived $565,000 in loans from the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion. E. Merl Young, Washington 
influence peddler, also exerted 
pressure on RFC to approve the 
loans, 

Remains on Payroll. 

Siskind, hired by Blauner even 
though they had never met, re- 
mains on Lithofold’s payroll at 
$500 a month, Blauner said. Fin- 
negan, who resigned as internal 
revenue collector last April and 
whose activities are under grand 
jury investigation, remains on the 
company’s payroll at -$1000 a 
month. 

Boyle actually received $8000 
and Finnegan $9737 from Amer- 
ican Lithofold, the Post-Dispatch 
learned from other sources. 

Blauner was asked by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter: “By hir- 
ing Boyle’s law partner, didn’t 
you accomplish indirectly’ what 
you couldn't do directly—employ 
the chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee?” 

“Doing Nothing Wroitr:’’ 

Blauner replied: “We were do- 
ing nothing wrong in Naying 
Boyle as our attorney and after 
he said he could no longer serve 
as our Washington counsel, it was 
our privilege to go out and get 
whatever lawyer we _ wanted. 
Boyle had severed his connec- 
tions with Siskind and it was 
logical, since we were satisfied 
with Boyle’s work, that we should 
retain someone who had been 
with his firm.” 

Siskind was so little known to 
Blauner when he was put on the 
American Lithofold payroll that 
the first three checks to Siskind 
were made payable to “Sam Sis- 
con.” But they were indorsed by 
Siskind in this manner: “Sam 
Siscon, for deposit only Max 
Siskind.” 

American Lithofold first ap- 
plied to the RFC for a loan on 
Nov, 19, 1948. The application 
was rejected three times by the 
St. Louis and Washington offices. 

On Feb. 17, 1949, the company 
made its first payment of $250 to 
Boyle. Exactly two weeks later, 
on March 3, the RFC board of 
directors suddenly reversed itself 
and granted the company an im- 
mediate loan of $80,000. This 
was increased within a few 
months to $565,0°9. 

Checks to Boyle. 

Blauner invited the  Post- 
Dispatch to send a reporter to his 
office at 500 Bittner street to ex- 
amine the checks to Boyle. There 
were six checks, for $250 each, 
from Feb. 17 1949, to April 30, 
1949, or a total of $1500. 

Immediately after Boyle went 
off the payroll, his law partner, 
Siskind, went on. Siskind’s 
checks started May 15, 1949, and 
still are being sent. Through 
June 30, 1951, he had received

Twenty persons will be named 


newly-created Metropolitan Mass 
Transportation Commission which 
will study all aspects of the 
transit problem in St. Louis and 
St. Louis county, with improved 
service as its objective. 

The size of the commission as 
well as the scope of its investiga- 
tion were determined yesterday 
by a five-man steering committee, 
headed by City Counselor James 
E. Crowe. The steering commit- 
tee was appointed Tuesday at a 
meeting of city and county au- 
thorities in the office of Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst. He called that 
meeting in response to protests 
against inadequate bus and street- 
car service. 

The commission will hold its 
first meeting Thursday. The meet- 
ing will be closed to the public 
but open to the press. Representa- 
tives of the Public Service Co. 
and the St. Louis County Transit 
Co. will be invited to state their 
positions on the question of im- 
proved service. 

The commission membership 
will be divided equally between 
the city and county, with ap- 
pointments to be made by Mayor 
Darst and St. Louis County 
Supervisor Luman F. Matthews. 
The transit companies will not 
be represented on the commis- 
sion. Darst and Matthews will be 
co-chairmen of the group. 

The steering committee also de- 
cided to recommend that the com- 
mission request the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission to assign 
one of its staff members to aid 
in the transit survey here. 

The commission will have an 
executive committee of five mem- 
bers, each of whom will head a 
subcommittee to deal with the fol- 
lowing aspects of the transit prob- 
lem: finances, consolidation of the 
two companies; area route plan- 
ning; public ownership and ade- 
quacy of service.

Members and Congress gener- 
ally expected Truman to sign the 
bill, with perhaps a protest that 
it calls for easing controls in too 
many cases and gives him scarcely 
any of the additional anti-infla- 
tion powers he requested.

HEADQUARTERS, Korea, July 
28 (AP)—Allied and Red cease- 
fire: negotiators were deadlocked 
today over a Red proposal to 
establish a military “buffer zone” 
along the thirtv-eighth parallel. 

The Allies want the buffer zone 


along the present battle front 
where the United Nations forces 
are holding excellent positions in 
terrain of their own choosing. 

Presumably the delegates for 
the two sides will tackle the same 
knotty problem when their thir- 
teenth session gets under way to- 
morrow at 11 a.m. (8 p.m. Satur- 
day St. Louis time). 

There was no compromising to- 
day, an eyewitness said. Both 
sides refused to budge. 

Gen. Nam Tense. 

Gen. Nam II, “displaying an in- 
ner tension that normally is held 
under control,” presented the 
Red proposal for a buffer zone 
along the thirty-eighth parallel. 
An eyewitness saia Nam, the chief 
Communist delegate, stated the 
Red position with “more force 
and verve than on any previous 
occasion.”

However, a higr Defense De- 
partment spokesman said the 
Government does not plan to send 
more than the already announced 
six combat divisions to serve in 
the Allied azmy under Gen, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

A United States combat division 
usually is made up of 18,000 com- 
bat troops, augmented by rear- 
area troops. 

Slip of Tongue? 

Some observers speculated that 
Marshall either made a slip of 
the tongue yesterday or inten- 
tionally mentioned the 400,000 
troops figure. Others believed the 
Administration may try to buck 
Congress and plan to send more 
than six divisions of United States 
troops to Europe. 

The Senate last spring approved 
a resolution calling for six United 
States divisions to be assigned to 
the Atlantic pact army.

‘God Helping Me, I Can Do No Other,’ Sen- 
ator Says, Quoting Martin Luther 
— Will Ask to Testify. 


WASHINGTON, July 28 (AP)— 
Quoting from Martin Luther, 
Senator Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, 
has embarked on what he calls a 
“struggle with the President” over 
two federal judgeship appoint- 
ments. 

Asserting that he has no per- 
sonal resentment against Presi- 
dent Truman and is reluctant to 
make the fight, Douglas quoted in 
the original German Luther’s 
“God helping me, I can do no 
other” in explaining his stand. 
Luther was the sixteenth ’century 
friar who rebelled against the 
authority of the Pope of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church and set up 
the Reformed Church. 

Douglas explained his stand on 
the judgeship controversy to a 
reporter after he had announced 
he would oppose personally the 
nominations of Joseph J. Drucker 
and Cornelius J. Harrington when 
they come before the Senate Ju-

forces. 

A Defense Department spokes- 
man said there had “been no 
previous public expression of this 
figure (the 400,000 United States 
troops), and it undoubtedly repre- 
sents an expansion of earlier esti-

Another department spokesman 
noted that the department 
“doesn’t have to explain Gen. 
Marshall’s words in such mat- 
ters.” 

“He’s his own spokesman,” the 
official said. “Gen. Marshall 
needs no spelling out by subor- 
dinates.” 

Testimony by Marshall: 

Marshall told the foreign rela- 
tions group yesterday that Eisen- 
hower’s army is gaining “real 
momentum,” and would total 2,- 
840,000 fighting men by the end 
of next year. He said that these 
men, combined with trained re- 
serves, would give Eisenhower a 
potential army of 5,000,000 men 
within 90 days after total mobi-' 
lization. 

Marshall warned the Senators 
that Eisenhower's timetable would 
be ruined unless Congress ap- 
proves the Administration’s $8,- 
500,000,000 military-economic for- 
eign aid bill. 

Marshall said if it comes to a 
question of whether Congress shall 
pare funds for supplies for United 
States forces or cut the amount 
going to Europe, he believes it 
would be better to make the re- 
ductions at home. 

Members of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee expressed in- 
terest in Marshall’s troop esti- 
mate, saying it was larger than 
they expected. They also ques- 
tioned Marshall’s statement that 
he hoped for no cuts, but that if 
some were necessary, he would 
rather reduce spending in the 
United States than slash military 
aid to Europe. 

Bill May Be Delayed. 

Chairman Russell (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, of the Armed Services Com- 
mittee said he will ask that the 
bill. be recommitted to his com- 
mittee when it is sent to the floor 
by the foreign aid group. This 
could cause considerable delay in 
final action on the measure. 

Russell said he had been un- 
able to make any satisfactory ar- 
rangements for his group to sit in 
on foreign relations committee 
hearings on the bill.

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Three Invited to Apepar. 

The committee has invited Har- 
rington to testify Aug. 3 and 
Drucker to appear Aug. 4 on their 
appointments to the federal bench 
in Chicago. The committee will 
hear Joseph S. Perry, Wheaton 
(Ill.) lawyer, a third Truman ap- 
pointee supported by Douglas, 
Aug. 2. 

Douglas said he would ask to 
testify in support of Perry’s nom- 
ination and against Drucker and 
Harrington. He conceded, how- 
ever, that even if he was success- 
ful in defeating confirmation, he 
did not know how he would con- 
vince President Truman that the 
Douglas choices ought to be 
named. Drucker is a nephew of 
Representative Sabath (Dem.), 


Illinois, dean of the House. 

The Senator’s choices were Wil- 
liam H. King Jr. and Benjamin P. 
Epstein. They were preferred 
over Drucker and Harrington in 
a Chicago Bar Association poll, 
the result of which Douglas an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Results of Poll. 

Douglas said the poll gave Ep- 
stein 3656 votes against 553 votes 
for Drucker, with whom he was 
matched, and King got 3003 votes 
against 1310 given Harrington. 

Douglas said he doesn’t want to 
“east the slightest blur” on the 
character of Drucker or Harring- 
ton, adding: “But I do regard 
these methods and manner by 
which the appointments were 
made and the effect of these nom- 
inations as obviously contrary to 
the public interest and in that 
sense personally obnoxious to me 
as a believer in good govern- 
ment.” 

This was a variation of the 
“personally obnoxious” objections 
by which Senators in the past 
have been able to block confirma- 
tion of federal appointments in 
their own states. 

Douglas Plans No Attacks. 

Most such objections in the 
past, however, have included at- 
tacks on the integrity or character 
of the nominees. Douglas said 
there will be no such attacks 
from him. 

As for Truman’s part in the 
controversy, Douglas had this to 
say: “I am loath to become en- 
gaged in a struggle with the Pres- 
ident, for whom I have a genuine 
respect and who, in most major 
matters, is in my judgment doing 
well. But in this matter, God 
helping me, I can do no other.” 


Texas, of the latter group said 
armed services members can sit 
in, but indicated they can’t ask 
questions or vote.

Marshall asked that this sec- 
tion of his testimony, which he 
said would make an unfavorable 
impression abroad, not be pub- 
lished. This request was backed 
up by Chairman Connally.

The President’s statement. fol- 
lows: 
“Many Americans have ex- 
pressed concern about the mass 
deportations from Hungary which 
are being carried out by the Com- 
munist government of that coun- 
try. Their condemnation of these 
brutal acts against the people of 
Hungary is in the best American 
tradition of concern for liberty 
and justice. I am deeply moved 
by the tragic plight of the Hun- 
garian people, who bear a heavy 
burden of oppression, and I share 
the abhorrence which has been 
expressed with regard to these 
measures ‘vhich the Hungarian 
government has instituted in. wan- 
ton disregard of every principle 
of right and decency. 

“The Government of the United 
States is giving the closest atten- 
tion. to the deportations in Hun- 
gary with a view to taking such 
steps as may appropriately expose 
this situation to public view and 
judgment and render the Hun- 
garian government accountable 
before the world for its infamous 
conduct, | 

“The forced removal of thou- 
sands of persons from their 
homes by the Hungarian Govern- 
ment under the conditions which 
have been reported must be re- 
garded as a flagrant violation of 
the human rights provisions of 
the treaty of, peace. 

Formal Charges. 

“The United States Government 
has already formally charged the 
government of Hungary with wil- 
fully and systematically contra- 
vening these provisions, which 
obligate that government to se- 
cure to all persons under its jur- 
isdiction the enjoyment of human 
rights and freedoms, and has ex- 
posed these violations before the 
United Nations. 

“In accordance with the terms 
of the resolution passed by the 
General Assembly on Nov: 3, 1950, 
this government will submit to 
the Secretary-General of the 
United Nations, and through him 
to all member governments of the 
U.N., detailec evidence which the 
Department of State has in its 
possession regarding many such 
violations. 

“In view of the significant 
bearing which the present depor- 
tations have on the general ques- 
tion of the Hungarian Govern- 
ment’s suppression of human 
rights and freedoms, the United 
States Government will also sub- 
mit to the Secretary-General all 
evidence which may be available 
from reliable sources regarding 
the conditions under which such 
expulsions are being coaducted,”

As your President, I am telling 
you that the dangers in other 
parts of the world are just as 
great as they are in Korea. Every 
day reports come to my desk 
about Soviet military preparations 
around the world. If everyone of 
you could see these reports and 
receive this same information, 
you would give up any thought 
that the danger is over. You 
would be just as anxious as I 
am to see that this country 
builds up its armed forces, equips 
them with the most modern 
weapons, and helps to arm our

Don’t let anyone confuse you 
about this. We cannot let down 
our guard, no matter what hap- 
pens in Korea. | 

The free world must have 
armed strength—and have it 
now—not in reserve, not later, 
but now. We must have men, 
ships,. planes, tanks, bombs— 
on hand—ready for any emer- 
gency. 

We hope and believe that we 
will not have to use the armed 
strength we are building up. Our 
aim is to-put an end to war. But 
we ‘know that, unless we have 
armed strength, we cannot put out 
the fires of aggression that 
threaten the peace of the world. 

The aim of this Administration 
is world peace. My term in office 
is dedicated to bringing us closer 
to this goal. Our great chance lies 
in building up such strength and 
unity among the free nations that 
the Kremlin will have to drop its 
plans for aggression and subver- 
sion.

Strong defenses are not 
to. bankrupt us, any more 
domestic progress has 
rupted us.

Our only alternative is to pay 
the terrible cost of war.

each other. They are trying to 
stir up trouble and suspicion 
between the people and their 
government, : 

They are using the smear and 
the big He for personal pub- 
licity and partisan advantage, 
heedless of the damage they do 
the country. Never, not even in 
the bitterest political cam- 
paigns, ‘ave I seen sucha flood 
of lies and slander as is now 
pouring forth over the country. 


This malicious propaganda 
has gone so iar that on the 
Fourth of July, over in Madi- 
son, Wis., people were afraid 
to say they believed in the 
Declaration of Independence. 
A hundred and twelve people 
were asked to sign a petition 
that contained nothing except 
quotations from the Declaration 
of Independence arid the Bill of 
Rights. One hundred and eleven 
of those people refused to sign 
that paper—many of them be- 
cause they were afraid it was 
some kind of subversive docu- 
ment and that they would lose 
ae jobs or be called Commu- 
nists. 


Think of it, in the capital of 
the state of Wisconsin, on the 
Fourth of July in this year 1951, 
good Americans were afraid to 
sign their names to the lan- 
guage of the Declaration of 
Independence. 

That’s what comes of all these 
lies, and smears and fear cam- 
paigns. That’s what comes when 
people are told they can’t trust 
their own Government. 

But I say to you that the peo- 
ple can trust their Government. 
This Government is working for 
the people in foreign affairs just 
as it has always worked for the 
people in domestic affairs. Our 
foreign policy and our defense 
effort are guided by one great 
purpose—to protect the welfare 
of the American people, now and 
in the future. That’s what your 
Government has been doing here 
at home. That’s what we are do- 
ing now in every move we make, 
not only at home, but all over 
the world. 

Don’t let yourselves be con- 
fused by the smearers and 
slanderers. There are three 
things I want you to remem- 


ber: 

First, this country is on the 
right track on foreign affairs. 
We have a goal—and that is 
peace.

LOTTERY DEVICE PLANT HERE 
ONE OF THREE CITED BY FTC 


The Container Manufacturing 
Co., 1825 Chouteau avenue, was 
one of three firms against which 
the Federal Trade Commission in 
Washington issued provisional or- 
ders yesterday that would pro- 
hibit the sale of lottery devices 
across state lines. The Container 
company is owned by the George 
Sax interests which also has 
punch board plants in Chicago 
and Peoria. 

The orders were issued by 
Trial Examiner Abner E. Lips- 
comb and they require the com- 
panies to stop selling or distrib- 
uting in interstate commerce such 
items as push cards, punchboards, 
or similar devices usable in a 
“game of chance, gift enterprise, 
or lottery scheme.” The exam- 
iner found sales drives involving

NEW YORK, July 28—United 
States District Judge Robert A. 
Inch reserved decision last night 
on the appeal of Martin: James 
Monti of St. Louis to withdraw 
his plea of guilty to charges of 
treason. 

At the close of seven days of 
hearings in United States court 
at Brooklyn, the judge directed 
Government and defense counsel 
to submit briefs by Wednesday. 

Monti, 30-year-old former Army 
Air Force flyer, is serving a 25- 
year prison sentence on charges 
he landed a stolen United States 
Air Force plane behind German 
lines during World War II. He 
also was fined $10,000. a 

Before he pleaded guilty, Mon- 
ti is said to have told the lawyers 
then defending him that’ even 
before he became an Air Force 
lieutenant he was convinced the 
United States was on the wrong 
side of the war and should fight 
Communism rather than Nazism. 

Lawyer Testifies. 
Harold Shapero, associated in 
Monti’s defense with Lloyd Paul 
Stryker, widely known New York 
attorney, has told Judge Inch 
that Monti said he confided his 
intention to fly to Germany to 
Edward Maguire, 10107 St. Kath- 
erine lane, St. Ann, using letters 
in “code” for the purpose. 
Monti suggested Shapero inter- 
view Maguire, but the lawyer ad- 
vised against the interview. 
(In St. Louis today, Maguire, a 
St. Louis University history in- 
structor, denied Monti, his for- 
mer neighborhood friend, ever 
had mentioned to him any inten- 
tion to desert the Air Force. 

(“I did receive letters from 
Monti while he was in. service, 


Warning from Kerr. and before he went to Gérmany,” 


Kerr accompanies his report. 


Maguire told the Post-Dispatch. 
“But I was never aware that any 
of them contained coded mes- 
sages, if they did. Some of them 
didn’t make much sense, and I 
destroyed them and thought no 
more about them.

(“Louis S.,” the Post-Dispatch 
learned, is Louis Saffa, 3511 San 
Jose lane, £t. Ann, a real estate 
man. Saffa said he received “one 
or two letters” from Monti but 
that they contaized only general 
descriptions of war conditions and 
ne evidence of a code that he 
could recognize.) 

Shapero’s cross - examination 
ended in a heated exchange with 
the prisoner’s father, Martin A. 
Monti of Florissant. When the 
lawyer quoted the senior Monti 
as saying “I agreed with my wife 
that Martin should plead guilty,” 
the. prisoner’s father declared 
Shapero was not telling the truth.

KANSAS CITY, July 28 — Al- 
fred H. Osborne, an attorney con- 
victed of contempt of court 
through hiring false witnesses, 
put up $1000 to defend Matt 
Jones, a Negro participant in a 


damage suit racket, Jones stated 
in an affidavit made before he 
was murdered, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 

Jones was to have been a key 
witness against Osborne in a jury 
tampering case in which both 


{were involved. But last Sunday 


—the day before the case was to 
have been called in Circuit Judge 
Allen C. Southern’s court here— 
Jones disappeared. On Wednes- 
day his body, weighted with con- 
erete blocks, was found in the 
Missouri river near Waverly, 80 
miles downstream from here. 

Jones’s affidavit was submitted 
to Judge Sothern by an attorney 
acting as a friend of the court 
after Jones had disappeared and 
a few hours before his body was 
found. In it, Jones alleged that 
Osborne furnished the money as 
part of a campaign to induce him 
to commit perjury in the pending 
case against Osborne and in oth- 
er actions. 

Osborne Silent. 

Osborne, on advice of counsel, 
has declined “to make any. public 
statements on the affidavit, Jones 
had told conflicting stories in 
previous cases pertaining to the 
damage suit racket, which also 
involves a group of other crim- 
inal cases. 

The case upon which the mur- 
dered man’s affidavit was based 
concerned a damage suit against 
Kansas City Public Service Co. in 
which a woman plaintiff, repre-, 
sented by Osborne, claimed she 
was struck by a bus. 

In his affidavit, Jones stated 
that Osborne asked Jones to per- 
suade three Negro jurors to help 
the attorney on the promise that 
Osborne would “take care of 
them.” 

Jones 
proached Mrs. Veronica E. Mc- 
Donald, one of the jurors. But 
she reported Jones’s visit to 
Judge Southern and he ordored 
the arrest of Jones and later cited 
Osborne for contempt of court. 
Yesterday, Mrs. McDonald re- 
ported that a man with a lisp in 
his voice had telephoned her and 
said: 

“You read about Matt Jones, 
didn’t you? That’s what happens 
to people who open their mouths.” 

Osborne and another attorney 
urged Jones to “frame” a third 
Kansas City lawyer by testimony 
that Jones saw that lawyer talk- 
ing to Mrs. McDonald, the affi- 
davit said. Later, 
tained, Osborne threatened him 
in an effort to force him to com- 
mit perjury in other cases. 

Balestrere Mentioned. 

Two days before his disappear- 
ance, Jones testified in another 
case that James Balestrere, de- 
scribed by the Kefauver Crime 
Committee as head of the Mafia 
here, had said that Osborne was 
a “good friend” and warned Jones 
not to “go against him.” 

Balestrere, who disclaims knowl- 
edge of the disappearance of 
Jones, runs a pool hall here fre- 
quented by Negroes alleged to be 
involved in the damage suit ring. 
Several Negroes who “hang out” 
in the pool room were questioned 
and released. 

They included “Seldom Seen” 
Hudson, a petty gambler who 
runs a dice game in a room rent- 
ed from Balestrere, and Phil Ca- 
bell. a bellboy involved in other 
cases pertaining to Osborne. 
Both presented perfect alibis, po- 
lice said. 

The regular term Jackson 
county grand jury, which ordi- 
narily would convene about the 
middle of the month, will be 
called into session, probably next 
week. to consider any evidence 
concerning the Jones murder.

Defendants, Including President, Cashier, 


Are Accused of Drawing $134,000, With

DETROIT, July 28 (AP)—Thir- 
ty depositors in what one of them 
once described as “the best poor 
man’s bank in the country” were 
indicted by a United States grand 
jury yesterday on charges of 
“misapplication of funds.” 

The bank involved is the now- 
closed Westp State Bank, 
and among depositors indicted 
were its president and cashier. 
The 30 defendants are accused 
of drawing up to $134,000 from 
the bank’on checks that they 
didn’t have deposits to cover. 
United States attorneys said total 
loss. to the Was around 


$400,000 

Cashier Indicted Separately. 

Robert F. Bohr, the cashier, 
was indicted separately and ac- 
cused of allowing overdrafts to 
pile up until the bank* was in 
hopeless financial condition. 

The list of defendants reads 
like a “who’s who” of the West- 
phalia community of 386 persons 
and surrounding rural areas. Ac- 
cused with the others of “aiding 
and abetting Bohr in misapplica- 
tion” is John Spitzley, 72-year-old 
president of the bank and a Flori- 
da vacationer when discrepancies 
were discovered by examiners in 
March 1950. 

Also indicted, were Francis and 
Laura Schwab, owners of a grain 
elevator in nearby Eagle, Mich., 
and named by the jury as the 
heaviest ovérdrawers. 

Few Thousands on Deposit.

President Truman says he is looking into the 
matter of payments to National Democratic 
Chairman William .M. Boyle Jr. by American 


_ Lithofold Corp., which miraculously received an 


RFC loan after being turned down three times. 

There is plenty to look into. 

Item: the fact that E. Merl Young, Washing- 
ton influence peddler, brought direct pressure 
on the St. Louis RFC office with the statement 
that “the Democratic National Committee is in- 
terested in this loan.” Mr. Young is a good friend 
and political associate of Mr. Boyle. 

Item: the fact that the president of American 
Lithofold Corp. admits hiring. Mr. Boyle “as a 
lawyer” ‘and admits that “he didn’t do any 
work.” Mr. Boyle said hé was paid for legal 
services not connected with the company’s RFC 
loan. It now turns out that he was paid for no 
services at all, What did he contribute to the 
company that was worth $8000? 

Item: the fact that James P. Finnegan, Demo- 
cratic leader, former Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue, friend and associate of Mr. Boyle, has been 
and still is on the payroll of the company as a 
“business counsellor.” Mr. Finnegan, too, 
brought direct pressure on the St. Louis RFC 
office to approve the loan. 

All this and more will bear scrufiny by the 
President. Somehow, we can hear the alibi al- 
ready. It will probably be Mr. Boyle’s alibi— 
that he virtuously wound up his law practice in 
1949 shortly after becoming national chairman. 
The fact is, however, that when he started re- 
ceiving payments from American Lithofold, Mr. 
Boyle was the top assistant to the national chair- 
man and generally expected to’ succeed him, as 
he did. lf it was wrong for Mr. Boyle to use his 
influence as national chairman, it was equally 
wrong for him to use it as the No. 2 man on 
the national committee. | 

Such things do not happen in well-regulated 
administrations. And the leaders of well-regu- 
lated administrations find ways of making clear 
to their subordinates what goes and what does 
not go. President Roosevelt did that in 1934 
when he brought about the resignation of three 
“political lawyers” from the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee. President Truman never has 
done it. 
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The Lag in Warplanes 
Appointment of Harold R. Boyer, General Mo- 
tors engineering director, to direct military air- 
craft production involves both a dismaying dis- 
closure of weakness and the means for a remedy. 


The weakness is that warplane output is seri- : 


ously behind schedule. The remedy must come 
from Mr. Boyer and his new Aircraft Produc- 
tion Board. 

How far has aircraft building lagged? Mili- 
tary officials do not say, but they indicate that 
the program is more than 20 per cent behind 
schedule. This is a large hole in a defense pro- 
gram which has marked 48 cents out of every 
procurement dollar for warplanes in the next 
12° months. It is doubly serious to a nation 
which must match its potential enemies more 
in machines and ingenuity than in manpower. 

Mr. Boyer’s job is to overcome a shortage of 
rare metals and special machine tools needed 
to make airframes and’ other parts. ‘Phe task 
will require unusual administrative ability, and 
all the co-operation between industry and gov- 
ernment which Mr. Boyer can muster. And the 
job must be done.

A.M.A.’s Tortured Ecenomics 

‘How statistics can be abused to prove prac- 
tically anything has just been demonstrated 
again by the American Medical Association. 
The chief economist in the A.M.A. stable, Frank 
G. Dickinson, discovered that doctors’ incomes 
rose at about the same rate as the income of 
all wage earners between 1929 and 1949. 

He drew from that fact the startling conclu- 
sion that the nation must have enough doctors, 
because if there were not, “it-is almost certain 
that physicians’ incomes would have been, on 
the average, far higher, and the increase in 
recent years far greater.” 

Presumably he arrived at that conclusion by 
considering physicians’ services as a commodity 
of exactly the same sort as mouse traps, the 
price of which is supposed to go up when there 
are not enough to go around. This, of course, 
assumes that the sole matter determining a doc- 
tor’s fee is what the market will bear, a propo- 
sition many physicians might wish to take up 
with the economist some time. 

But even were that argument to be accepted, 
Economist Dickinson would still have to prove 
that there were enough doctors to go around in 
1929. Then he would have to weigh the statistics 
for physicians’ incomes against the general pat- 
tern of professional incomes relative to the in- 
come of hourly wage earners, sihce the depres- 
sion. 

And he would have to consider the fact that 
there are some things everybody ought to have, 
without regard for how much he can pay for it. 
One of them is health. Until the A.M.A. can 
prove that adequate medical care is provided 
for all Americans, poor as well as rich, country 
folks as well as city-dwellers, the old as well as 
the young, it will not have made its case. All 
other statistics show that it cannot do so. 
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What the Bar Thinks 


President Truman is of course right in saying 
that bar associations do not nominate federal 
judges. But the polls taken by two bar associa- 
tions in Illinois throw a great deal of light on 
two of Mr. Truman’s nominations for judgeships 
there. : 

Senator Douglas asked the Chicago Bar Asso- 
ciation to express its opinion on the judicial 
qualifications of Mr. Truman’s choices as com- 
pared with his own. Senator McCarran, chair- 
man of the Judiciary Committee, asked north- 
ern Illinois members of the Illinois Bar Associa- 
tion to vote. The result of both polls shows a 
distinct preference for the candidates recom- 
mended by Senator Douglas. 

In the Chicago poll, the lawyers voted 3656

The Chicago lawyers also voted 3003 for Wil- 
liam H. King Jr. against 1310 for Cornelius J.

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A City of Death 


Every American safe at home might give more 
heed to the Korean civilian’ whose plight, as 
Gen. Ridgway. said, is the greatest tragedy of 
this war. How sad this is was made vivid 
by Greg McGregor of The New York Times 
after he visited a refugee camp near Seoul, one 
of many such camps in South Korea. - 

There were 37,000@men, women and children 
in this camp. They were “sheltered” in lots of 
40 in tents meant for four. Every morning, seven 
or eight corpses were taken out of each of these 
tents. Of course, most of the refugees never 
really got under cover. McGregor saw more than 
800 sick lying on the grass around an emergency 
hospital with facilities for the treatment of 120. 

These people were herded together by UN 
troops lest, somehow, they might be useful to the 
enemy. Yet the vast majority of them are known 
to be anti-Communists. Many have sheltered 
American troops or otherwise shown their loy- 
alty. That is why they were promised food and 
shelter, clothing and medicine. But these things 
do not reach this “city of death and--pestilence” 
because of red tape, “the red tape which is 
turning friends into bitter enemies.” 

Richard Evans, the UN public welfare officer 
in charge, has not hardened his heart against 
these Koreans. Evans, according to McGregor’s 
report, “has gone virtually sleepless for weeks 
in an effort to do what he knows to be right.” 
But he can’t do much with empty hands, and 
in response to his appeals for supplies, he is 
usually told: “Your requests will be expedited 
through channels.” He hopes something will 
happen soon. 

Maybe the help will come quicker if it does 
not come through channels. Evans told Mce- 
Gregor that direct, non-official aid is welcome. 
“If anyone would be interested,” said Evans, 
“they could sénd what they wished to U.N.C.A.C. 
820, Army Unit A.P.O. 59.” 

Those who do not have food, clothing or 
supplies to send but would like to make a finan- 
cial contribution can do it easily by sending a 
check to CARE on behalf of Mr. Evans’ camp. 

Maybe some Americans have been looking for 
this chance to show that they really do under- 
stand what war means in human terms, and that 
they have sympathy with all its suffering and 
pain, its bitterness and its heartbreak. Maybe 
a few would like to make it clear that to them 
war is something that happens to individuals, 
that it is not just a matter of high politics as 
impersonal as the flags on the maps and the 
communiques in cold type. 
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Gas Grab in One State ; 

If natural gas customers want to know what 
can happen to them as a result of a new Federal 
Power Commission decision, they have only to 
look at Wisconsin. Republican Senator Wiley 
of that state is urging the FPC to review its 
Phillips ruling. 

Phillips Petroleum Co., a large gas producer, 
sells gas to the Michigan-Wisconsin Pipe Line 
Co. Five successive times, Phillips increased the 
price of this gas. This has added $5,000,000 to 
the bills of Wisconsin consumers. 

For protection, Wisconsin went to the FPC., 
But after a lot of shilly-shallying, the commis- 
sion finally voted by 4 to 1 that it lacked power 
to regulate Phillips’ rates. Phillips says it only 
produces the gas, and does not engage in inter- 
state commerce, though its gas certainly is in 
interstate commerce, 

The FPC agreed with Phillips. ‘Worse still, 
President Truman agreed. Yet earlier he had 
vetoed the Kerr gas grab bill, which would 
have taken from the FPC the same power it 
has now so indifferently abandoned for itself. 
The Kerr bill, its opponents estimated, might 
have cost cansumers a half-billion dollars a year. 
In the end the recent FPC decision might cost 
just as much. 

Senator Wiley, certainly no champion of gov- 
ernment interference with business, wants the 
FPC to reconsider and to control Phillips’ rates. 
This is another way of saying that the FPC’s 
job is to protect the public interest in interstate 
utility operations. If it does not, what happened 
to Wisconsin can happen to the rest of the 
country. 

Today’s Mirror of Public Opinion asks whether 
Mr. Truman’s left hand knew what his right 
hand was doing in approving this natural gas 
funny business, after vetoing the Kerr bill. The 
Phillips. ruling is haffling and it will be costly. 
It should be reviewed. 
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A Senatorial Dream 


Senator Taft's proposal that the United States 
“take the wraps off” the Chinese Nationalist 
troops on Formosa, regardless of results of the 
cease-fire talks in Korea, is unrealistic enough 
to have been provoked by a bad dream. 


Present American policy is to neutralize For- 
mosa. When the Korean war began, President 
Truman ordered our fleet to prevent Chinese 
Communist attacks on Formosa, and to prevent 
Chinese Nationalist attacks on the mainland. 

If, in Senator Taft’s words, we now “turn 
the Nationalists loose,” would we also turn the 
Communists loose? The State Department says 
the Red forces outnumber Chiang Kai-shek’s 
by eight to one. In short, if we simply aban- 
don our policy, the end result likely would be 
the Communist capture of Formosa.

President Truman tells a press confer- 
ence that there is no funny business going 
on in the matter of public regulation of 
prices for natural gas. But something 
more than this solemn assurance may be 
Necessary. 


On the face of recent developments, 
what the President himself accomplished 
by his most spectacular and surprising 
veto “in the national interest” is about to 
be undone by administrative action. That 
one of Mr. Truman’s 
most familiar cronies 
apparently has a 
guiding hand in the 
action becomes a 
point for searching 
questions. T h e y 
could be embarrass- 
ing and kick up 
quite a rumpus.

toed the Kerr gas 
bill.

was a crusade for the people and for 
constitutional rights; namely the right of 
Congress over administrative authority. 
On the other hand, the bill’s opponents 
said it held“the prospect of a consumer 
gouge beyond calculation. 

The issue was close. The bill passed 
in the House by only two votes, in the 
‘Senate by only six, for all of Senator 
Kerr’s personal vigor and popularity. Be- 
cause of this popularity and party weight, 
nobody expected the President to veto 
the bill, but he did, to widespread popular 
applause. 

The scene now shifts to the Federal 
Power Commission. This regulatory 
agency is headed by Mon Waligren, the 
former Washington Governor and Senator 
who finally landed in the FPC chairman- 
ship after his good friend Harry S. Tru- 
man was rebuffed by the Senate from fix- 
ing him up in a more pretentious berth. 
And now FPC has voted against fixing gas 
rates of the Phillips Petroleum Co., one 
of the largest of producers. 


Some questions are obvious. Where is 
the principle which the President asserted 
in his veto message of April 1950? Is the 
President’s left hand—his old and trusted 
pal Wallgren, that is—unaware of what 
the President’s right hand—his veto-writ- 
ing fist—has done? 


The Phillips case is generally regarded 
as a test of FPC policy, though it does 
seem that the President’s veto was a plain 
mandate on what that policy should be, 
a mandate now apparently ignored. 


If the price of natural gas goes up now, 
if the Phillips case is followed by similar 
exemptions in other cases, there may be 
many to join Senator Hybert Humphrey 
in the thought that gas is not the only 
thing that smells in this baffling and in- 
consistent deal.

CHARGE DISOWNED 
BY DEFENSE DEPT. 


Briefing Officer’s Warn- 
ing That Foe May Plan 
Double-Cross Is Termed 
Unofficial. 


WASHINGTON, July 28 (AP)— 
The Defense Department has 
washed the official label off a 
briefing officer’s virtual. accusa- 
tion that the Communists are 
framing a double-cross in Korea, 
but has not denied the officer’s 
accuracy. 

Newspaper men attended yes- 
terday’s army briefing expecting 
the usual off-the-record back- 
ground talk on how things are 
going in Korea, Instead, the Pen- 
tagon spokesman—a colonel au- 
thorized to speak by a brigadier 
general who was present — an- 
nounced the conference would be 
on the record, and began reading 
from a_ prepared’ typewritten 
sheet. 

He let it be known—without 
identifying the unit — that one 
good-sized United Nations ‘com- 
bat unit had been withdrawn from 
the battle area and sent’ back to 
Japan. This was the first hint 
of such a move. All previous re- 
ports had been that U.N. forces 
in Korea were organized at full 
strength for further combat, if 
necessary. 

Charge Against Reds. 

The officer said that while U.N. 
forces halted their offensive in 
Korea at a time when the Reds 
were “hanging on the ropes,” the 
Communists have taken advantage 
of the cease-fire talks to make a 
“tremendous buildup” of their 
strength. He expressed hope this 
was not evidence of “bad faith.” 

But Clayton Fritchey, informa- 
tion director for the Defense De- 
partment, told reporters’ the 
briefing officer’s on-the-record 
statement “should not be con- 
strued as a defense policy or a 
change of policy, or a policy by 
the Army chief of staff.” 

“Only Officer’s Comment.” 

It was, Fritchey said, “simply 
an officer giving advice” to news- 
paper men and should be ‘judged 
only as a comment. 

He indicated that ‘the briefing 
statement had not been cleared 
with Defense Secretary George C. 
Marshall or Gen. Omar N. Brad- 
ley, chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. 

However, there was nothing in 
what Fritchey said that denied 
the accuracy of what the briefing 
officer said. Fritchey only denied 
that it had been said officially. 

(United Press suggested a fam- 
ily quarrel had broken out be- 
tween the Army and the Defense 
Department, which it said has 
mirrored State Department views 
on Korean war strategy.)

WASHINGTON, July 28 (AP)— 
Deferred conscientious objectors 
are reported a source of friction 
at home, so Maj.

Emergency public health meas- 
ures, including restoration of 
water supplies and insect abate- 

ment, were planned yesterday by 
agricultural extension agents in a 
meeting at Hillsboro, in Jefferson 
county. 

Federal funds available so far 
amount to only $1500 a county, so 
the farm agents’ work will consist 
mainly of supplying technical ad- 
vice, Ray Kampschmidt, assistant 
St. Louis county agent, said. 

In some cases, however, public 
funds will be used to supply 
pumps for cleaning cisterns and 
sprayers, for the application of 
insecticides. Even labor may be 
supplied where necessary. . 
“Aerial sprayers want $1 an 
acre to spray with DDT,” Kamp- 
schmidt said. “With 50,000 acres 
flooded in St. Charles county, 
that means we could spend $50.,- 
000 in that one county on spray- 
ing alone. The result is that most 
of the campaign against flies and 
mosquitoes must be by hand 
spraying.” 

He said farmers are being ad- 
vised to wait until flood waters 
have receded and then spray stag- 
nant ponds and sloughs remain- 
ing to destroy insect breeding 
spots. About .3 of a pound of DDT 
per acre should be applied, or else 
old fuel or crankcase oil can be 
dropped on the water in small 
quantities, he said. 

Most cisterns in the flooded 
areas have been _ adulterated 
either by water flowing into them 
or by seepage, Kampschmidt said.

NEW YORK, July 28 (AP)—Jack (Zip) West, who twice out- 
smarted master Fixer Eli Kaye by upping the latter’s price to Brad- 
ley and Toledo basketball players, was still at large today while 
Toledo, New York and Peoria authorities ‘continued their investi- 
gation in the latest college basketball scandal. 


District Attorney Frank Hogan: 


yesterday explained how West 
engineered a second betting coup 
by paying each of four Toledo 
players $500 to shave the point 
spread against traditional rival 
Bowling Green on Jan. 11 of this 
year. 

Kaye, who had been dealing 
with the players—William Walker, 
Carlo Muzi, Robert McDonald 
and aJck Feeman — asked the 
four to “do business” against 
Bowling Green. But they told 
Kaye he should bet on Toledo 
because they wanted to give 
Bowling Green a good beating. 

Out of Hand—Bowled Over. 

Actually, Hogan said, they had 
no intention of trying to run up 
a high score against Bowling’ 
Green. However, as things turned 
out, the game got out of hand, 
and Bowling Green won it, 66-59. 

This, incidentally, happened 
frequently in fixed games. The 
players would try to keep their 
winning margin close, but would 
fall behind and never be able to 
make it up. 

Until yesterday, Feeman had 
not been implicated. But- Presi- 
dent Asa Knowles of Toledo told 
Hogan the other three were 
forced to take him in when he 
almost upset their plans by scor- 
' Ing 26 points against Niagara in 
a fixed game. 

In that contest, Toledo was 
ahead by 17 points with only 
three minutes to go. But by dint 
of keeping the ball away from 
Feeman and making poor passes, 
they managed to win by only 
three points, enough for Kaye to 
collect his bets. 

From then on, Feeman was in 
on it, and when West’s unidenti- 
fied lieutenant delivered the 
$2000 to Walker, after the Bowl- 
ing Green fix, “Jumping Jack” 
received his cut.

PARIS, July 28 (INS). 
HIS may give you an inkling of the manner 
in which the Reds have concentrated on Gen. 
Ike Eisenhower, in an effort to break the con- 
fidence of Atlantic Pact nations in him. On the 
wintry night when 
the general and his 
wife arrived in their 
frigid hotel suite in 
Versailles, Mamie 
turned on her radio— 
while the general set- 
tled down to read, 
The French radio 
wrangled on in what 
seems to be its per- 
petually angry way, 
then, after a station 
break, lapsed into 
English. The general 
heard his name, put 
re MN te down his book and 
ees ees moved closer to the 
GEN. EISENHOWER radio with his wife. 
The program was announced as a “re-enactment” 
of their arrival earlier that day at Cherbourg. The 
radio actor who’ took Eisenhower's part in the 
phony drama made several preposterous speeches, 
interrupted now and then by the voice of a girl 
who was identified as his “blonde secretary.” The 
“blonde secretary” was drunk and kept repeating, 
“Lesh have another li’l drink, general 
It was, of course, a Communist-sponsored pro- 
gram. For a wavering moment or twe the Eisen- 
howers wondered whether it was worth giving up 
the comfort and security of Columbia University. 
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THE DAY BEFORE SHAPE moved into its per- 
manent headquarters at Marcy, 10 miles west of 
Paris, a member of the French delegation con- 
cerned with the ceremony of presenting the site 
to Eisenhower inquired of Col. Jock Lawrence, 
Ike’s deputy public information officer, whether 
there would be gond weather for the event. 

“You seem to forget,” Jock reminded him, “that 
there is a Supreme Supreme Commander. He will 
decide that.”

In some- 
thing less than four seconds flat the captain was 
the uncomfortable hub of a wheel of faded beau- 
ties, doing his best to explain why he did not 
want to buy them a drink. 

At last he got up and tried to get away, only 
to discover that Mamie and her girl friend hed 
been watching the whole scene and getting a great 
laugh out of it. 

The general was recalling the episode the other 
day at his suite in the Trianon Palace Hotel. He 
grinned and added:

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THERE ISN’T MUCH DOUBT that Gen. Eisen- 
hower is the most important man in western 
Europe today. He commands a potential armed

all claim to virility and swore that in the event 
of a war between East and West they would remain 
neutral.

The general was driving home a fine point on 
the enormous task of wielding 12 nations into a 
united fighting force, late the other afternoon, 
when his grandson entered the room. David, who 
has no interest in ground fighting, was making 
noises like an airplane. He went around the room 
on all fours, keeping one foot (“rudder”) cocked up 
at an angle. 

At last he noticed the supreme commander, who 
at that moment was pounding a fist against his 
open hand, to emphasize a serious assertion. 

“Oh, hi, Ike,” the child said. Then he returned

longing with them. Those who do 
not comply are forced into exile, 
probably at hard labor, and often 
separated from their families.

It is 
convenient in this case because 
back of the satellite countries lies 
the vast area-of the Soviet Union, 
to which people can be deported 
and never heard of again. 

The present deportations in 
Hungary are close to genocide, I 
think, and there must be through- 
out the world widespread pro- 
tests against such disregard of 
human - beings and their basic 
rights. I am glad to answer the 
appeal of my correspondents by 
adding my small voice to that of 
many who abhor the police state 
and its cruel abrogation of the 
rights of human beings.
